Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Applicants argue that Hinzke, in contrast to the instantly claimed invention, discloses an annular hopper in combination 
with an annular burn chamber. The central conduit in Hinzke merely functions for the passage of gas to the outlet of 
the apparatus, and no combustion occurs within this central conduit. Applicant's apparatus, however, comprises an 
annular hopper in which no combustion occurs; combustion of the sulphur occurs within the central conduit. 

With respect to claim 5, Applicants further point out that the "housing adjacent the burn chamber to capture the radiant 
heat of the burn chamber" comprises the housing 310 shown in FIG. 6. This feature is not disclosed by Hinzke. The 
annular region between the central conduit and the wall of the burner, below the hopper, would not comprise such a 
"housing" because this region in fact comprises the burn chamber, as argued above. 

The Examiner will consider Applicant's argument upon the filing of the response..
